In 
her classes she had begun with the 
writing of original stories, followed by 
news writing Oil subjects connected 
with the Institution, and thou letter 
writing. The second paper was by 
Mr. Kiesel, of Pennsylvania, in which 
he advocated " frequent reviews, And 
Hie avoidance ol cramming." He do 
precated the teaching of too many now 
verbs, and when they are introduced 
they should be those most in use in 
overy-day language. Ho advocated 
varying tho exercises and making them 
interesting. Also to adapt all the 
exercises to tho capabilities of the 
pupils. 

Professor Weed stated that be had 

classified the topics SOggeeted by these 
papers as follows: First, vocabulary ;

At this meeting he generally 
read the verses of a psalm alternately 
with one of his teachers, the pupils 
following, and repeating in the sign 
language the verse as repeated by the 

teacher. They then recited the len 
commandments) the Apostles' Creed 
and the GHoria Patria, The lesson 

was I hen read and the pupils repeated 
a hymn, generally with a chorus. 

J. A. McClure, of Nebraska, then 
read I paper on "The Moral Phase ol 
Our Woil.. which Mr. Noyes 

road a paper on " The Importance of 

Religious Training for the Deaf and 

Dumb." He considered the moral 

and religions element of the utmost 
importance In institutions of this char- 
acter, and did not consider any man 
lit to be Superintendent of such an in- 
stitution unless he was a godly man 

and professed his belief before the 
whole world. If it was necessary 
that any family should be imbued with 
religions ideas, it was that gathered 
within the walls of a deaf and dumb 
Inst iiuiioii. 
Professor Exotobkiaa, a deaf mute. 
bed the Sunday-school work at 
the Washington College, where the 

Sunday school lew an entirely separate 

existence from the college itself, A 

feature of the work in this Institution 

was the contribution of money by the 
pnptls for charitable purposes.

Dr. (iallaudol, of Washington, 
thought l!ial all instruction should be 



undenominational, and they could not 
be too careful in the avoidance of any- 
thing that might tend to give an in- 
stitution a denominational character. 

Mr. Weed delivered a discourse on 
'• Missionary Work in Deaf-Mute In- 
stitutes." 

Miss Campbell, of Missouri, a deal 
mule, gave her experience of what 
may be accomplished in Sunday 
School work among the deaf and 
dumb. 

Mr. Hasenstab, of Illinois, a deal- 
mute, detailed methods by which the 
Sunday School work may be made 
very interesting and instructive to 
deaf-mutes. 

Warren Wilkinson,^* the California 
Institution, said that the Sunday 
School in that Institution was purely 
an affair of the pupils. The classes 
were all conducted and instructed by 
the pupils, and the credit and honor 
of its organisation was wholly duo to 
Mr. D'Eslrella, a pupil, who 'had been 
its Superintendent for twelve years. 

Professor Orouter, of Philadelphia, 
stated that the work in that institu 
Lion was very similar, aud die results 
were very satisfactory because the pu- 
pils lake an individual interest in the 
work, In the Philadelphia Institution 
the Catholic children attend mass and 
the Catholic Sunday School, returning 
to the HMtQpe and sennon at the Insti- 
tution. 

Mr. Moses, of Tennessee, desoribed 
the methods in that Institution, wbioh 
are similar to those of the California 
Institution. 

Erastus Brooks, of Now York, stated 
that in thaj; Stute a general appropria- 
tion of money was made for the sup- 
port of siif deaf and dijmb, institutions 
one of whiph whs filled with Catholic 
children and another by those of Jew- 
ish pi- rentage, 

In answer to questions by members 
of the convention, Mr. Brooks slated 
that these latter schools were support- 
ed out, of State money. 

Dr. Gallandet said that it was his 
conviction that when a State allowed 
money for the support of a denomina 
tionsl institution, even though that 
institution may havo beoome so after 
its establishment as a public institu- 
tion, they acted inconsistently with the 
spirit of our Government. Ho would 
object to the division of public money 
for the support of Baptist, Methodist 
or Presbyterian institutions as much 
as he did to the appropriation of 
money for the Roman Catholic or Is- 
raelite, lie felt the same in this mat- 
ter ns he did regarding the money ap- 
propriated for the public schools, and 
Etc was nqt awaru tbftt any State had 
ever appropriated money "for the sup 

port or denominational public schools. 

lie did not blame the Buffalo and 
Pordham Institution managements for 
getting all they could out of the state, 
but tho fact that they wore permitted 
to exist as separate denominational 
institutions, supported at the public 
expense, was certainly contrary to the 
spirit of American institutions. 

Professor Noyes, of Minnesota, 
thought that a parent could send his 
child where he pleased, and tho Slate 
had no right to dictate in the matter 
to compel him to place his child in 
any institution whore the preponder- 
ance of religious instruction favors 
any one denomination. All the State 
required, and all that they could take 
cognizance of was the education of the 
child. The pupil should receive good 
moral instruction, and permitted to 
have BOthing to do with sectarian re 
ligions as far as the Institution was 
concerned,. 

Tho names of honorary members of 

the Convention wore read by Prof. 
Wilkinson., and tho sossioa closed. 

MONDAY, JOl.V 19. 

The section work opened at '.) \ m ., 
Monday with a discussion of " Inter 
mediate Instruction in Language," 
led by Gk L. Weed, of Pennsylvania 
Miss Harris, of Pennsylvania, e;ave an 

interesting exposition of her methods 
of teaching, the use of names and the 

composition ot phrases. 

K . D. Clarke, of Arkansas, approved 
of Miss Harris' methods, and knew 
that he oould make excellent Use of 
her system. 

Mr McFarland thought it would be 
■ good idea to have departments ill 
the various deaf-mute institutions in 
wbioh systems of methods of teaching 
in those institutions are pursued. 

The next topio was "The Correc- 
tion of Mistakes," the first division ol 
whioh was tho " Avoidance of Mis 
lakes." Mr. Weed said lhat for years 
it. was his custom to write incorrect 
sentences on the blackboard, but he 
was shown that this was wrong and 
that it is always the best way to con- 
ceal from the eye that which is fooor 
root, as much as possible. He thought 
it a good plan to require the pupil to 
discover and correct his own mistakes. 

The subject of natural scienc 
introduced by V. D. Clarke, of Arkan 
siih, who made a thorough exposition 
of the methods by winch he taught 
deaf mutes chemistry and physios. 

Natural history hy Miss Camel ia 
Ely, and showed the progress ol the 
knowledge acquired by a deaf mute in 

this direction. 

Weston Jenkins, of New Jersey, 
gave a brief exposition of the method 
pursed m his institution in the study 
ol botany. Tho chemistry ami phy 
sios taught at this instiulion have 
more reference to tho mechanic arts 

than to elaborate reeeareb. 

Mr. KlmendorlT thought that tho 
teaching ot natural history was the 

best method of teaching language. 

In his school, only tho plainest, sim 
plest things are used in teaching 
chemistry, things with which they 
are all familiar. 

Mr. Frank, a deaf mute, of the 
California institution, addressed the 
convention in the Hi^n language on 

natural history. His method is by

Previous to afternoon session of the 
National Convention of Teachers of 
Deaf-iMules at Berkeley, the members 
of tho convention were photogrt 
ina group in front of the ' Educa- 
tional, Department, building. 

At 2 i\m. tho convention was called 
together in genera! session by ! 
dent Gillett, and opened with pi 
by Rev. Mr. Masters, ofSanPranoiso. 
The minutes of the preceding meetings 
were road, after which a paper on 
"The True Combined System of In- 
struetion" was read by Prof, ('router. 
of Philadelphia. The American or 
combined method, in which tho sign 
aud articulative branches are taught, 
should be called the mixed m, 
and should be discontinued. Oral aud 
manual instruction cannot be success 
fully pursued in the same class. Oral 
and and manual instruction may bo 
iven in the same school, but in dif 
orent classes and entirely separated, 
so that, those who may be lit ted for 
ono class can be selected and those 
who are better titled for the other 
class should be placed there, lie 
thought that the praotioe of using tin 
sign Jhinguage on the playgrounds 
and outside of the el ass rooms was 
beneficial and a source of general 
instruction. 

The second paper read was by Dr. 
Isaac 1, Peet, of New York, and was 

entitled "The Combined System oi 
Instructing Deaf- Mutes." Combina- 
tion, ho remarked, was the condition 
in whioh everything m nature is found 
^air, water, ores, soils, etc. The 
general law was that of unify in com 
plexity. He desoribed at some . 
the development, of tl u . American 
combined method, and staled that, at 

the present time twenty-nine out of 

the fifty three Bl unites 

in (he United Status used (his method. 
In the State of New York live out of 
the seven institutions, embracing al- 
together 1,299 pUpiia, had adopted the 
combined method. In tlio largest of 
these, that with whioh he was connect. 
od, it was sought to apply each sy« 
tern, oral and manual, not to selected 
classes, but to all classes at different 
times. He proceeded to describe in 
detail their method, especially in the 
use of the phonic iliyiead ol the manual 
alphabet
